To Higher Purpose 

Christianity Constantly Dis* 
satisfied With Changes 
Realized

Professor King Gordon Spoke 
To Socialist Christian * 
Youth Movement. 

(i'^HILB socialism chaUenges re 
liglon with its realistic approach, 
religion , has a challenge to offer 
socialism in its constant dissatisfaction 
with changes accomplished, and its 
eternal strlvingr after an Ideal as yet 
lipre^lzed by man," stated Professor 
King Gordon, of the United Tlieologlcal 
College, addressing the Socialist Chris 
tian Youth Movement in Strathcona 
Hall last night. 

Religion, considered as something 
fundamental In life, is concerned with 
social change, and must do its job to 
meet the challenge of socialism point 
by point, Contended the speaker. Karl 
Marx has a very real ineahlng for all 
concerned with the development, eco' 
nomlc and social, of society. 
Fonrfold Role 
The role of socialism. Professor Gor< 
don claimed, is î^|M£^|â^|^^^ 
tlon has been ^c^S u^Sw^m i to the 
facts of the cconornl^^mpMtof the 
world and to the causes behnd It, 
while the Church lias tended rather 
to show an implicit and unshakable bC' 
licf in social progress. Socialism, tends 
also to call attention to the social 
disease in the whole body of industrial 
society, he went on to say. ! 

For the last hundred years, he con 
tinned, religion has given a certain 
dynamic to such an attack, but on the 
whole it has tended rather to rational- 
ize about it, to ameliorate a little, and 
to anaesthetize the poor with this ac- 
tio]

Philosophy -Key-nuB 

The Church has in many casés been 
reactionary as regards active tactics, 
and has held rather to the "key-man" 
philosophy, whicti works : through in 
divlduals only. But religion'^ in the 
Christian sense Is a way of life, and 
embraces all life. Consequently it 
must meet these challenges of social- 
Ism, Professor Gordon pointed out, in 
Its. beliefs that personal valiies are im- 
pi^rtant, that God's purposes are being 
carried out through the agency of 
human action, and that the Kingdom 
of God must take some concrete form 
in society. . 

The speaker continued, saying, re- 
ligion challenges socialism when its 
realistic approach tends to produce a 
sense of futility, by putting meaning 
Into the facts of society with its con- 
viction that individuals are potentially 
sons of God. "The religious man who 
enters the social struggle Is character- 
ized -by a ruthlessness which resembles 
never content 



witli^thpTwear^formism into which 
socialism often degenerates. 

Socialism again faces a challenge 
from Christianity In the question of 
the class war. The Christian mUst see 
that the subordination ^_^of personal 
values? cannot lîe -'ju^ UH toàÉijM^ 
with his coiivictlon ll|igaCe^|h«lin- 
tensity of ttie class struggle. The Chris- 
tian Church must also constantly stand 
against capitalism's belief in things, 
and supply a new dynamic to the social 
struggle with emphasis on the values 
more than material.

Survey Revèals 
Most Students Are 
Pecuniary Minded 

Mofgantown, W. Va., — interesting 
results are reported In a turvey made 
by tho psychology department of the 
University of West Virgtoia on voca-' 
t!onal guidance. The survey vvas oc- 
casioned by a change in the university 
^^*'^^«iSS}ÎSfc»S^^ definite cour:cs 
fronTthe'stiSenU; instead of the for- 
mer^.stem of free électives. 

The survey revealed the fact that 65 
per cent came to college to learn how 
to make, a living; 36.2 per cent because 
theh: parents dedre it. or because it Is 
a family custom; 32.7 per cent came 
for the social advantage; 12 per cent 
came because others were going; 12 
per cent because they felt they were 
too young for business and felt It was 
natural to go to college after leaving 
high school, and 10 per cent to broad- 
en theh- outlook on life or to prepare 
themselves to meet life's difficulties. 
Another 10 per cent stated they came 
for culture: 8.6 per cent came because 
of a special interest or because they 
liked to be away from home; 5.1 per 
cent thought college would develop 
their self-reliance; 3.4 per cent think 
it Is a pleasant episode which will be 
a. nice memory; 3.4 per cent admitted 
they came because of an interest in 
athletics. Another 3.4 per cent came 
In order that they might be of value 
to the world and do their part in the 
advancement of the world. Finally 1.7 
per cent have come to find out wtiat 
life work will be most successful for 
them. • 

Almost the entire group are here to 
évm aliving. That being the case, the 
problem of the college seems to be just 
how to give the student the guidance 
he wants and needs. The deans and 
faculty advisers are the persons In 
most colleges who give the guidance 
demanded, but in order to guide wise* 
ly tliere are ccrtahi fundamental prin-. 
clples which they must follow. 

VSxsi, the student muct be studied. 
Second the various occupations and 
industries should be ^studied well, and 
special vocational ;:iSUidance classes 
conducted for the frcchman and soph- 
omore. 

Provision should be made for indiv- 
idual counseling and the gap bridged 
between 'the student and his vocation. 

The placement which should follow 
necessitates that counselors cooperate 
with perEonal inanager.s, business oi^r^ 
ganizatlons, government, school, "and 
university officials and others inter- 
ested in the problem of work.^ : ; ( 

If such were the case, the coilcgc 
student would lékve hjs Schooling with 
something more than a 'coilcgo degree.

Rise Of Hitler 
A 1 1 r i b u t e d T o 
Religious Failure 

New York, N.Y.-^The faiiure of or- 
ganized religion to fulfill the need of 
a constructive attitude toward life ac- 
counts for the growth of - the Hitler 
movement In Germany, Chaplain 
Raymond C. Knox said yesterday. The 
Chaplain ha£ just returned from a 
fifteen-month tour of Europe, in the 
course of which he investigated thd' 
.attitude toward religion of university 
students in England and on the Con- 
tinent. 

"Pontics and religion arc bound up 
in one in faso:st countries, such as 
Germany," he declared. "I found there 
is a desire to find a positive, construe- 1 1 
tive Interpretation of life and it: 
meaning. Europe has had a long pe- 
rlo di of|S^n î| 'BOT^ te a uncinploy- 
mcm'smc§'?tBs''^TO?J^whl!e we had 
frenzied piO£pcrlty. It ha-3 made them

Chaplain Knox found a feeling of 
restriction on thinking among stu- 
dents at many continental universi- 
ties; )'?'They arc free .to think only, 
wlthîn fasalsm," lie said. 

"The / intellectual, quoitloning type 
of ctudcnt Is looked upon witlt suispl-' 
c!on. Probably a large numÊcr of 
German students support Hitler's state 
religion, but the many who would 
' quest'on it fhid it highly dangerous. I 
couldn't get people to talk about Hitr 
1er, even in January. 

"The example of Germany has di:- 
gustcd people in other countries with 
aritl-Scmit-'sm. I don't think it will 
spread. Hitler probably represents 
nriajority sentiment In Germany now, 
but you can^leU. uThere is no organ 
of exprcssîoîïnÉOT' beirman liberalism."

Most of the old men and women 
have a habit of falling asleep while 
they are posing, and their snores tend 
to disrupt the artistic atmosphere. 
Consequently the students are. obliged 
to whistle and clap their hands to 
awaken them. 

The work of posing is not as easy 
as It may sound. Very often, follow- 
ing an hour of a tense pose, a model 
will pass out completely. One ancient 
man is reported to have fallen dead, 
last semester, during a sitting.

In the table shown in tills letter, the 
year 1913 was chosen as typical of 
Latin American exports and imports 
during'the - pre-war - period, 1924 'to 
représenta- year of reasonable normal- 
ity at post war prices, and 1929 as the 
year when the greatest volume of 
goods was exported 'from Latin Amer- 
ica. While a reasonably large propor- 
tion of the decline between 1929 and 
1932 was due to the fall in prices, the 
great bulk of this decrease in exports 
was due to reduced world purchasing 
power and the resultant decline in 
demand for Latin American products. 
Decline a Tragedy 

To the. Individual country In Latin 
America, the decline in foreign de- 
mand :for those products in the pro- 
duction oif iw htctt.a large proportion of 
their population is engaged, has been 
a tragedy. From Argentina, the most 
advanced Industrial country, 50 per 
cent of her wheat is exported, 73 per 
cent of her flaxseed, 86 per cent of- her 
wool, 86 per cent of her rye and ap- 
proximately 100 per cent of her maize. 
From Bolivia is exported virtually ail 
of her tin, from Chile all her nitrate 
and copper, from Mexico all her lead 
and oS' pef cent of her zlnc-and anti- 
mony, and from^ P aru all her cotton 
and copper. tfS^||lttattstics-froni' a 
recent report '^of^^ the Pan-American 
Union also indicate that 70 per cent 
of all the coffee produced In Brazil, 
Ecuador and Venezeula -is exported 
and more than 90 per cent of that 
from Colombia as well as virtually all 
the coffee produced in Costa Rica. Yet 
in spitb of difficulties which cannot 
pcissliily'-be overcome, Latin America is 
attempting to rehabilitate her credit 
standing. Her governments have ne- 
gotiated funding agreements and have 
released a large volume of exctiange 
for tiie payments on debts due abroad. 
A study of the following balance of 
payments as estimated by the Com- 
mittee on Latin American Relations 
shows that distinct progress was 
achieved in 1932. In spite of immense 
difficulties hér exports were mortf /than 
$550,000,000 in excess, of ineiibfltKlise 
imports in that year and the total not 
required for immediate payments has 
been devoted to the payment of i)an]E- 
ing loans and other debts abroad. 

Latin American countries have need 
of vast quantities of manufactured 
goods from abroad.
